DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed October 3, 2003 has been received and entered. 

2. Claims 1-12 were canceled and claims 13-28 were added. 

3. All rejections of record are withdrawn in light of the new claims of record. 

Priority 

4. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. ii9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 13-28 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Claims 13-21 require the presence of an infrared absorber. There is no 
suggestion to add an infrared absorber to the photosensitive resin composition of 
Tamada et al. (US 5,750,313 - column 8, lines 52-61). With respect to claims 22, 26-27 
and 28, the modified polyvinyl alcohol of Tamada et al. does not contain a structural 
unit that would meet the present limitations for repeating units represented by formula 
(I), formula (II-A) or formula (II-B). With respect to claims 23-25, there is no teaching 
or suggestion of a titanocene compound (photopolymerization initiator) in the 
photosensitive resin composition Tamada et al. 

b. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
